Each terrace consists, roughly speak- 


ing, of three parts—the nail and the 
two distinct layers of earth that flit 
the space behind the wall. All of th* 
ruined terraces show tbe same Inside 
otrncture, wherever the walls are re- 
moved. The strata that are hidden 
behind the walls are artificial no leas 
than the stone facing. 


The underlying stratum, or artificial 


subsoil, is composed of coarse stones 
and clay, and is covered by a layer of 
flue surface soil two or three feet- 
^hick. The thickness of the subsoil 
layer depends, of course, upon th* 
height of the terrace. Where clay or 
other light-colored material la ased for 
the subsoil, the difference between the 
twtf'Jajers appears most striking; but 
' the Oner texture of the upper layer

from 8 to 14 feet, the width depending
